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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to applicants' argunnents regarding independent claims 1, 14,16, 23 and 29, that Sennott fails to 
disclose "least squares approximation" to gernerate the control points of the polynomial spline, the arguments have been fully considered 
but are not found to be persuasive, because Sennott discloses establishing vechicle paths between objective points (See column 17, 
lines 47-55. Sennott also discloses defining the routes/vechicle paths using B-splines and polynomial splines to assure continuity in 
curvature (See column 50, lines 58-66; column 51, lines 65-68; column 52, lines 1-5). Sonnett further discloses using least square 
approximations in order to improve the road profile for a better and more efficent vechicle path (See column 71 , lines 5-20). 

In response to applicants' arguments regarding independent claims 14, and 23, that Sennott fails to disclose "displaying the function on 
the computing device", the arguments have been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive, because Sennott discloses that "the 
GPS data collection device can be any of numerous common electronic processing and storage devices" (See column 29, lines 5-11). 
Sennott also discloses"the production of graphic images on the user interface (not shown) of the host processing system. The graphic 
images allow human users at the base station 188 to view the paths of the vehicle 102 as well as any other vehicles which are being 
navigated" (See column 46, lines 31-40). 
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
